“foreign officials’* aiding the 
present government. 

It said “foreign officials and 
military advisers.. ••who cross 
over to the revolutionary for- 
ces will be welcome.” 

The® it warned, "those who 
omose the revolution will be 
duly punished” after tran^wr" 
tation. to “special and secure 
arena designated and managed 
by the hi^ authorities.” 

The statemem was the first 
reference by either the reb^ 
or Vietnam on the possible 
fate of captured fordgners in 
the bloody Ombodian con- 
flict. 

So, far as is known, ..only 
Chinese and North Koreans 


are directly aiding the Phnom 
Penh government, which is 
seriously threatened by the 
Hanoi-led military and politi- 
cai rebellion. 

Both sides in the conflict 
are Communist, but have dif- 
ferent policies, as tte front’s 
statement made clear Sunday. 

In rebel-held areas, “all ci- 
tizens will enjoy freedom of 
movement.'’ it said. “Freedom 
of religion, repair of temples 
and pagodas," will be permit- 
ted. 

Cambodians who have gene- 
rally been moved away from 
their fonner homes, wUl be 
allowed to return, (he policy 
statement said. 

"City-dwellers who desire to 
xetum to urban areas Bill be 
allowed to do so wben 
overall situation in the whole 
country permits." 

The Communist regime now 
ruling Cambodia evacuated all 
cities within days of its April 
197S, victory. Even Phnom 
Penh now has an ■ estinuLted 
population of less than 10,000. 

Schools will be rtarted up 
for diildreo 7 to 10 years old, 
the policy statement said. 

O&iab and soldien of the 
present regime will receive 
“reeducation” courses for five 
days, except for those “serious- 
ly imbedded with reactionary 
viewpoints” whose reeducation 
will be longer. 

In Vietnam, reeducation 
couiEes for many former 
Saigon army, police and gov- 
ernment officials was lasted 
frmn May. 1975. until the pre- 
sent.— <UP1)

Sevela says. “It became the 
embodiment of those expecta- 
tions which had remained . un- 
fu»iKed in the USSR.** 

Sevela admits he played. **no 
small part" in propagating ro- 
mantic myths about Israel 
when he lived in the Soviet 
Union. 

But the dreams evaporated 
and the myths were shattered 
when he and his compatriots . 
finally settled in Israel, ' Now.' 
after years of disillusionment 
and fmstratlon. Sevela has . 
turned his back on the Jewish 
state, and has given vent to his 
disappointment and rage in -a 
frank, brutal and often mov- 
ing book, “Farewell, Israel!" 

Sevela is now in the United 
States, looking for work in the 
film or television industries. 
Effectively ostradzed by the 
Zionist establishment, he has 
had difficulty fincfing a TV 
network or film company will- 
ing to back him in his pro- 
jects. 

The publication of “Fare- 
well, Israel!” here is liot likely 
to win him friends in New 
York or Hollywood. As an Is- 
raeli newspaper put it: “Eph- 
rahn Sevela. like the prophet 
Isaiah, tried to tell the bitter 
truth to the people, and like 
the prophet be will be stoned.” 
S^ela is far from being 
what his co-religionists would 
call a “self-hater.” He is un- 
abashedly proud of his lewh 
does be have any particular 
heritage and traditions. Nor 
affection for the Arabs.

Perhaps more than an 3 rthing 
else, Sewla is an idealist who 
has been slapped in the face 
by a crude and unpleasant rea- 
lity. As a result he has become 
a brooding pessimist. 

And the bottom line, as 
Sevela sees it? “Israel is doom- 
ed, and is unlikely to survive 
a d ecade .” 

“Farewell, Israel!” is the 
chronicle of evidence needed 
to prove that hypothesis. 

He shares with the readers 
his “first lesson,” learned short- 
ly after his arrival in Israel. 


Riding in a bus along a high- 
way near Haifo, in th&. com- 
pany of "an Israeli citizen of 
long standing,” Sevela begins 
■singing the praises of the Is- 
raeli highvray system and road- 
construction te^niques, noting 
how glorious it is to have . a 
multilane highway "built by. 
Jewish hands" where ancient 
.caravans once wound their, 
way. 

- At this point, Sevela's Is- 
raeli friend punctures the bal- 
loon: . . 

“Don’t make so much no- 
ise. You look ridiculous. Of 
course, there's nothing wrong 
with this road. But it wasn't 
Jews who built it. It was Arab 
workers. Paid with American 
money. 

“This road has swallowed up 
so much money (hat if you 
were to dig up the surface 
you'd find pore gold a meter 
deep. In other countries seven 
roads would have been built 
for the same amount of mo- 
ney. 

“That's the kind of great . 
nation we are. Probably the 
only one capable of pouring so 
much money down fbe drain.” 

From here, Sevela goes on 
to attack Israeli “democracy,” 
an anarchical system which he 
aays “engenders a barbaric 
lack of respect for the indivi- 
dual, tacitly procIaimiDg the 
superiority of the brazen and 
the strong over the weak and 
the defenseless, devaluing and 
setting at naught human life 
itself,” 

Sevela’s barbs are directed 
chiefly at the socialist Labor 
Party coalition which ruled Is- 
rael from the state's creation 
in 1948 until the election vic- 
tory of Menahem Begin's Likud 
AlKance in 1977. 

“Farewell, Israel!” deals 
with the fHW-Begin era. but 
Sevela has made it clear that 
the Labor Party’s political, 
economic and social l^cy has 
so permeated Israeli life that 
the Ukud victory of May 1977 
could not be expected to chan- 
ge things substantially. 

It is Sevela's contention that 
Israel has spent the past three 
decades under “a complete 
blanket of purely totalitarian 


power, exercised by one or at 
the very best by a group of 
related .socialist parties.” 

The ruling elite of Israel, he 
rays, has ruled with an iron 
hand, crushing dissent through 
intimidation, quiet threats and 
public slander. 

In economic terms. Israel 
has adopted the worst of both 
worids. Sevela ^ys. He quotes 
an Israeli economist: 

'^Israeli socialism) consists 
of two halves. The negative 
features of sodalrsm have 
been adopted and so have the 
negative features of capitalism. 
The two forms of economic 
management — private and 
state — dwell side, by side in 
the one economic organism, 
creating at their meeting point 
a most propitious environment 
for unpunished corruption and 
misappropriadoo, which have 
become a real disaster for the 
country.” 

Israel socialism is hypocriti- 
cal. Sevela charges. It survives 
only with the help of interna- 
tional charity and cheap Arab 
labor. 

“Israel socialists stubbornly 
resist the offers of Jewish busi- 
nessmen to invest capital in 
the country's economy.” he 
says. Instead, they “prefer to 
accept mqney only in the form 
of a gift." 

Sevela cites the researches of 
an Israeli attorney, who re- 
ports Israel has received more 
than S40 billion in gifts and 
donations from abroad — 
more than all the Western 
European countries received 
under the post-war Marshall 
Plan. 

And as for Arab workers: 
“Cheap Arab manual labor is 
profitable than imported ma- 
chines. . . . Without these swar- 
thy hands, which are accus- 
tomed to blazing sun and the 
hot Khamsin wind, the 1*' 
raeli economy would long ago 
have given up the ghost.” 

Sevela seems to have a h^- 
thy respect for these Palestin- 
ian workers, and to realize that 
in the long run they will pre- 
vail. 

He describes ^e “confident 
look” of Palestinian constnic- 
tion workers: “I always en- 


counter their glances — not 
malevolent Init smiling, unin- 
gratiating. and without fear, 
^ey look at me almost mock- 
in^y. as might restrained and 
{Mtiem hosts at a chance guest 
who has overstayed his wel- 
come 

. ^These wails they are build- 
ing will softer or later be 
theiTS. The house in which ( 
live, but which was built by 
their hands, will also pass to 
them. Their children will come 
from the refugee camps and 
live in all the houses in these 
parts.” 

Contrast this with hJs des- 
cription of “that polyglot, mul- 
tifaceted. sometimes quite un- 
mix^ie. ghastly ci)cktnii called 
the Jewish people.” a collec- 
ti<m of citizens from 80 diffe- 
rent countries attempting to 
form a “colorful mended pot“ 
called Israel. 

Sevela bdieves that “mend- 
ing a pot” of this kind is a 
waste of time. 

“The assembled pieces don't 
knit together.” he says, “and 
there ^re all sons of sharp 
edges. In Israel it is already 
difficult (o «>nceai the blind 
enmity and antagonism that 
poisons its ^mosphere and 
pushes the various ethnic 
^onps of Jews away from one 
another.” 

He details countless exam- 
ples of “real ethnic tension” 
within Israel's Jewish commu- 
nity — including an example 
of a pogrom in Ashdod, “this 
time Jews against Jews,” the 
Oucasians against the Geor- 
gians. 

“Farewell. Israeli” in short, 
is a book written in pain and 
sorrow, by a talented artist 
who has perceived the ultimate 
future of.4fae Zionist “es^eri- 
ment” 

A. book like this will not be 
reviewed by tl^ “Washington 
Post" or the “New York 
Times.” -Americans will have 
di&ulty finding it tn the 
bookstores. But U tells a story 
that must be told, and readers 
who go to the trouble of track- 
bg down the book wiH find 
their efforts amply rewarded.

The recommendation to re- 
duce tbe numbers of pilgrims 
to 30.000 a year was made by 
a committee charged with ad- 
vising the Nigerian government. 
The aim is not to restrict free- 
dom of worship, but rather (o 
ensure that the pilgrimage is 
conducted with sanity. Another 
important objective is to safe-

Poaching in Kenya 


NAIROBI — Kenyans, long 
proud of their good record in 
preserving wildife. have been 
dismayed to learn that neigh- 
boring Tanzania and Uganda 
are now doing a better job of 
conservation. 

The disdosure. which has 
once again focused attention 
on Africa's dwindling wildlife 
rcstMirces, came fi'om a Ken- 
yan who is a hi^ly respected 
conservationist. Dr. Perez 
Olindo. For more than 12 


vears he was director of ihe 
Kenya National Parks — some 
of them world-famous — and 
now directs the East African 
Wildlife Society's conservation 
campaign. 

His charges that Kenya lags 
behind its neighbors come just 
at the time Kenyans were 
heartened by the determina- 
tion of President Daniel Arap 
Moi's administration to stamp 
out widespread corruption, 
smuggling and other crimes by 


some highly-placed individuals. 
According to Olindo. the go- 
vernment has not yet got 
around to tackling the prob- 
lem of large-scale poachiog ot 
endangered species, nor of ef- 
fectively curling iK^I sales 
uf game tropiues. 

Hts allegations have been 
abruptly dismissed as “mali- 
cious propaganda" by the 
Kenya Ministry of Tourism

SAMABiNDA, Indme^— The road from pro^ 

vincial capital to the Makassar Straits looks at first ^nce 
as if sane nifiiless timber baron had been at work alone* 
^de it, 

Evtty few hundred yards, awatcbes of land have been 
stripped, the eartii has bera soucbed and only a few spintfiy 
trees remain landing The scene resenibles Verdun after the 
batfie. 

The devastation is not, however^ the handiwork of 
timber con^ttnies but of-farinen who have been doins what 
they have done for centuiies-^**sladiing and burning" Die 
forest in preparatioi for planting nee and banana crops. 
Wherever the cleared appear, there are also huts 

with thatched roofs, laundry on wa^ lines and^ men and 
women clad in sarongs minding chlldreD, gossiping on 
FlHches or gathering kinding for cooking. 

There is some disagreement among the experts as to 
the ^ect on the soil of tins kind of agriculture, in which 
the farmers move on to a new site after two years and 
return years lattf to repeal the cycle. Some say that after 
duee or fonr cycles, the soil b so deideted t^t notiung 
will grow eflccept eieidiant grass so tou^ not even jUQgle 
gnimalg wiU eat it Others point out that **slasfa and bom" 
agriculture has practiced for centuries m the l^ropics 
without damagiag the land unduly. 

But there is no disagreement that the rapid spread of 
tills kind of farming on Kalimantan, formeriy Bciroeo, is 
now part of an environmental disaster in the making. 

Tn the last few years, thousands ttf people, most tram 
Sulawesi across the Makassar Straits, have been lured to 
Kalimantan by the prospect of jobs in the booming oil 
and timber business. Many have fanned out along the net* 
-work logging roads spreading de^ into the interior and 
•burned ofl thousands of acres. 

Conservationists familiax witii Katimantan's forests cx* 
press concern for the future of the region's wildlife, insects, 
plants and the fishing people who are the traditional iidia- 
bitants of the interior. 

Kalimantan’s problms are those of tropical hardwood 
fore^ all across the rainy equatocial belt of the world, 
in -the Amazem Basin in Brazil, West Africa. Malaysia and 
the PhilippinBS. 

According to the Worid Bank, the 2 l^<xi acres of 
freest in devdt^ing conntries is being used up at the rate 
of 50 to 60 nullion acres a year. At tins rate, it contends, 
’'•ourrent forest stodt b tikdy to be consumed tn leas than 
40 ye^ allowing fox papulation growth in developing 
countries but no growth in tigiber eatports." 

In Indonesia, there are an estimated 100 milli on acres 
of bare land that once were forested. In vast areas of New 
Otdnea, Malaysia and the PhilipfHaes, grass has retraced 
trees. ^ Malayaa. commercial thnber (^>eraiions ^nanr^Ml 
by overseas Chinese have stripped lA millioo acres, and 
shsh and boro agriciiltiirc has deared thousands more.

Moving islands in a peculiar real estate market

HAMBURG ~ On the waU 
of ^ the office, a color ptaoU> 
sfacm a catamaran with a tan- 
ned, laughing, three-tnan crew 
skumning over crystal blue 
wafers toward a tropical island. 

Outside a cold wind howls 
through this port city, rushing 
over the surface of the icy 
Aster River. The Hamburg 
weather makes the photos on 
the office walls even more ap- 
pealing:

"Those islands are all for 
sale." said Farhad Vladi. 

He is a i»TtDre In the firm 
of Boehm and Vladi, which 
claims to be the only real estate 
firm that deals exclusively in 
the sale of islands, 

"Co ahead and pick one," 
he said, lauding. "You might 
find the island of your dreams." 

Vladi, 33. the son of a 
Pefsian father and a German 


mothre.'and his partner, Rene 
Boehm. 35. are not dream mre- 
chants, peddling Shangri-Las to 
weafthy dropouts. 

The vast majority of the 
Boehm and Vladi clients are 
hard-headed businessmen or 
investors, more interested in 
making money thacn in the plea- 
sures of some enchanted island. 
Even those buyers touched by 
the romance of owning an 
island buy them only as tem- 
porary havens from the tra- 
vails of cirilization, 

"None of our clients are 
complete escapists," Vladi said, 
his soft voice barely audible 
above the wind. "People can't 


live on an island all the time. 
We don't even try to sell i>- 
landa tiut are far frora the 
maiidand." 

His sales list is limited to 
idands no farther than 16 bns 
from the mainland. The ideal 
distance, fie said, is only a few 
hundred meters or closer to the 
mainland or a larger inhabited 
idand. 

The partners have made 
more than 100 sales since tb^r 
went into the business 10 yean 
ago. Some involved more than, 
one island — one sale involrad 
36 islands off the Swedish 
coast, and another was for five 
islands in Onada. 


The smallest island sold was 
two acres, Ute largest 10,000 
acre& Prices ranged from 
S20.000 to $2.5 million. Their 
commissions total $4 million a 
year, they sakL 
The buyers — mainly Ger- 
nan, but there have been a 
few Tenns — faO into three 
categories, primarily the "pure" 
investors, vAo nsually are not 
even interested in visiting the 
island. They simply buy on 
the bads of economic surveys, 
photos and maps in the expre- 
tatioD that the value will in- 
crease — as it almost surely

Filipino leader exults

MANILA. Jan. 7 (API— 
The United States and Ihe 
Philippines signed documents 
Sunday leading to the lower- 
ing of the American flag over 
military l^ses in its former 
colony for the last time by 
mid-January. 

President Ferdinand Marcos 
said the act will remove “the 
last vestige of subordination 
in our country." 

The documents — amend- 
ments to the Military Bases 
Agreement signed in 1947 one 
year after Philippine indepen- 
dence — pul military installa- 
tions under Ffipino comman- 
ders but assure continued Ame- 
rican control of mihary ope- 
rations. The conditions are to 
be reviewed after five years. 

The amendments left undeci- 


ded 'unpoitant questions on 
jurisdiction over U.S. service- 
men accused of violating Phi- 
lippine laws. It also did not 
address the question of econo- 
mic aid from Washington, 
which the Marcos government 
contends did not belong in a 
military agreement. 

President Jimmy Carter did 
agree, lu seek congressional a{^ 
proval of SS(X) miHion in mi- 
litary aid during the next five 
years. An earlier FlUpino de- 
mand that the military assis- 
tance be called “rentals” was 
not mentioned. 

Military aid to Manila has 
come under congressional pres- 
sure in recent years because of 
alleged human rights violations 
by Marcos’ martial law gov- 
ernment.
